Amendment No I would amend Article III. 
Section 24. to provide annual salaries of $8,400 
for members of the senate and the house of 
representatives Current salary for legislators 
in $4,800 annually 
Amendment No. 2 would amend Article IX , 
Section 6, to abolish the Lam ar County Hospital 
District This proposal was submitted by its 
legislative author at the request of the Lam ar 
County Commissioners Court and because of its 
purely local character no arguments either 
for or against have been presented 
Amendment No. 3 would amend Article X V I, 
Section 61, to require the commissioners courts 
in all counties of the state to compensate all 
justices of the peace on a salary basis rather 
than a fee basis beginning Jan. I, 1973 


Amendment No 4 would grant authority to 
the legislature to establish a constitutional 
revision commission which would report its 
recommendations no later than Nov. I, 1973. 
and providing that members of the 63rd 
legislature would then be convened in January 
1974 as a constitutional convention to serve 60 
days for the purpose of drafting a new con­ 
stitution for submission to the voters of Texas. 
The Texas Con«titution does not contain a 
provision providing for thorough revision as do 
most state constitutions, and in its 95-year 
history the instrument has been amended over 
200 times

of 20, 242 with Devine having 
over 3, OOO residents and 


Hondo having more than 6, - 
OOO. 


Judge Decker sayx "I 


really don't know why there 
aren't more elected county 


officials from the Devine - 


Natalia area. 
Of the 21 vot­ 
ing precincts in the County, 
the northwest precinct in De- 


vine and the one precinct in 


Natalia are the largest In the 


county. 
Devine has three vot­ 
ing precincts while Hondo 


has four. 
However, the rural 


population in the Devine-Na­ 


talia area is greater than in 
the Hondo area, where larger 


farms prevail. 


"One possible reason for 


the County officials coining 
from Hondo is that It wouldn't 


be practical to relocate. I 


have to be on ca ll twenty - 


four hours a day. 
Anytime 


of the day or night I must be 
available to read the rights

and help in the extradition of 


out of state prisoners. In the 
absence of the Justice of the 


Peace, I must act as coroner. 


Juveniles are the exclusive 


property of the County Judge. 
So, in order to hold the job, 
it is much more convenient

However, there are other 
county officials such as the 


Tax Collector and County 


Clerk who work regular of­

Judge Decker also states, 


"Another reason that it is 
difficult for residents of oth­ 


er towns to hold a County

Medina Memorial ilospi- 
tal has acquired ti* com­ 
bined talents of eight of A- 
merica's best cardiologists 
to assist In analyzing its 
eiectrocardioorans. 
They are on duty 24 
hours a day, seven days a 
week, and can return their 
analysis within three minutes 
after the Information is re­ 
ceived, lf it sounds fantas­ 
tic. It is. But it's also true. 
The hospital recently 
ordered a complex, yet fully 
automated computerized e- 
lectrocardioara::; 
chine. 
The machine first reads the 
heartbeat of the patient, 
printing the traditional zig­ 
zag lines for the attending 
doctor to read. 
But at the same time, 
and most Importantly, it ll 
sending via telephone lines 
the same information to a 
Chicago-based computer. 
There, the information is 
read and analyzed according 
to computer programs super­ 
vised by eight top-notch 
cardiologists to match and 
compare each particular 
EKG with thousands of oth­ 
ers, and with tens of thou­ 
sands of poalbte indicators. 
After the reading is com­ 
plete. ti* computer digests 
ti* material, and sends the 
readings and an analysis back 
to the hospital, where it is 
received in plain English on 
a teletype machine. The 
whole process takes little 
more than three minutes. 
John Hare of Telemed 
Corporation in Chicago was 
at the hospital Friday, Sep­ 
tember 29, to supervise the 
installation of the new in­ 


strument, 
"The only requirements 
for ti* rn ac I dr* are a wall 
plug and a telepltor* jack, " 
Hare continued. 
"There's even a doctor up 


north who ukes ti* unit on 
house calls, In a kind of 
car.:per truck. " 
Hare revealed that in ti* 
two years since the system 
was put into action, more 
than 230 installations I lave 
been set up, from Ket West 
to I '..line, and from San Die­ 
go, California to Seattle, 


Units are also in operation 
at this time in New Braunfels, 
and in Fredericksburg, where 
a new unit lias just been in­ 
stalled. 
The English have been 
studying our system also. 
They plan to send their read­ 
ings by tr ans-Atlantic tele­ 
phone, via satellite, “ Hare 
went on. 
Asked how the computer's 
opinion generally compared 
with that of a doctor in per­ 
son, Hare claimed trial in a 
sample of doctors taken, 
there was more agreement 
between each doctor and the 
computer than there was a- 
mong the doctors themselves, 


l f there is any doubt on 
the part of the physician, we 
can arrange to have a Chica­ 
go cardiologist re-study the 
EKG personally and Issue an 
opinion within 24 hours," 
Hare explained. 
"Reading meaning into 
die lines of an EKG is still 
more of an an than a sci­ 
ence, and judgments must be 
made sometimes when inter­ 
preting the results." 
The instrument is manu­ 
factured for Telemed Corp. 
by Marquette Electronics of 
Milwaukee, and Is the most 
up-to-date equipment avail­ 
able. 
Medina Memorial Hospi­ 
tal pays a flat fee to lease, 
rather than buy, the equip­ 
ment. That way, when new 
rn dlflcationa or Improve­ 
ments are available, they 


are Installed free of charge 
by Telemed. 
The computer while tak­ 
ing the EKG, is simultan­ 
eously monitoring patient, 
phone lines, and ti* ma­ 
chine itself for malfunctions. 
If one occurs (suer. as the pa­ 
tient suddenly sitting up, in­ 
terrupting the reading), the 
computer simply hangs up. 
Twenty seconds later, upon 
identifying and fixing the 
rn Afunction, a n e w re adlng 
can be taken. 
For patients with pace - 
makers to artlfically stim di­ 
late their heartbeat, ti* 
machine as a special capa­ 
city' to adjust its readings to 
that situation, 
To operate ti* machine, 
a group of ten sensors are at­ 
tached to the body, either 
with rubber bands or suction 


cups; two to the legs, two to 
the arms, and six more on 
the chest. 


Tnen, the patient is i- 
dendfied to ti* computer b> 
age, height in Inches, weight, 
and an identification number 
of some sort ( some use So­ 
cial Security, so me a hospital 
L L . ) . 


7 he machine is then 
turned on and checked, A 
simple push of a button au- 
t n areally dials the Chica - 
g computer long distance. 
Then, following approval 
of the information given it, 
th* computer automatically 
reads the EKG, just as the 
v ctor or nurse reads it. 
There is a twelve-second 
test period, after which the 
c t.purer hangs up, and starts 
analyzing.

D'Hanis celebrates Century 
and a Quarter of history 


by Josie Finger 


The year 1972 mar kl the 
125th anniversary of D* Ha nil. 
During t fie ie dayi of Its ven­ 
erable old age the oft-re­ 
peated story of Its origin 
may bear another re-telling, 
We therefore go back to 
the first half of the nine­ 
teenth century' when a Jewtsh- 
Fre neb empresarlo, Henri 
Castro by name, was granted 
a tract of land west of the 
Medina River by the Republic 
of Texas and, according to his 
contract, was to introduce a 
colony of 600 fa miles to col­ 
onize this wide and unpopu­ 
lated area. 
During the winter of 1846- 
1847 a surveying party led by 
the artist GentUz went out to 
stake the family lots for the 
future citizens of D'Hanis. 
These soon followed, among 
the first being Jean Ba tot 
and his nine-year-old son 
Christian, laden with provi­ 
sions, bedding, and tools. 
The sloe of the village-to-be 
was a high prairie about two 
miles east of Rio Seco on the 
banks of a running stream now 
known as Parkers Creek. All 
that spring oilier group* con­ 
tinued to arrive until they 
numbered twenty-nine fami­ 
lies, far short of Castro's ex­ 
pectations. 
Approximately one-hun­ 
dred of Castro’* one -thousand 
colonists were the pioneers 
of the town. Most of diem 
were Alsatians, each name 
betraying either a German or 
a French ancestry. Here is 
tie roll of names as remem­ 
bered fifty years Later by 
Christian Batot; BUU, Deck­ 
er!. Echtle, French, Finger, 
Grossenbader, Hagemulkr, 
Kauffman, Karrer, Ludwig, 
MarreLl, Nehr, Ney, Pie de- 
rn ann, Rissmann, Rudlnger, 
Schreiber, Schuhmacher, 
Strauss, Wipff, Woe hiker, 
and the first of them all--Ba- 
«M. 
The day the last families 
arrived was one never to be 
forgotten in the annals of D* 
Ha Ida. It was on that day 
that Comanche Indians calm­ 
ly rode into the settlement 
and robbed tie lunies of all 
the food they could find. 
They were hardly gone when 
a messenger came for tielp 
for a family stranded with 
worn-out draught animals en 
the trail from Castroville. 
But more perilous was the fact 
drat a daughter was danger­ 


ously ill in one of the wagons. 
Help went out from the vil­ 
lage and near midnight when 
the family entered the site of 
their new home, their child 
breathed her last. The first 
funeral of D'Hanis took place 
where today her tombstone 
in St. Dominie Cemetery' is 
inscribed with the story of 
this young daughter of the 
Rudlnger family. The date 
was given as May 25, 1847. 
In spite of obstacles, die 
settlers always set to work at 
once upon arrival to establish 
themselves in the new land. 
Each married man In the col­ 
ony had been assigned 640 
acres of land ami a town lot; 
a single man received 320, 
Although settlers had prom­ 
ised Castro In writing to con­ 
vey to him one-half of die 
land received, each had e- 
nough to do to cultivate fif­ 
teen acres as well as to erect 
a suitable home. These were 
the conditions which would 
eventually qualify film to re­ 
ceive a deed to his land. 
Building a home, however, 
presented a serious problem, 
for there was very little 
building material at hand In 
this vast landscape of grass. 
in tile valley of the Seco 
some miles distant the colon­ 
ists cut down small mesquite 
trees and conveyed the logs 
to the township along the 
Parkers where they built 
crude shelters with walls of 
pickets, roofs of thatch, and 


floors af pounded dirt. The 
charming French rock homes 
of Old D'Hanis came only 
decades later. 
Mi*t of the original fami­ 
lies, lf not all of them, were 
of tic Catholic Faith, and 
one of tlclr first enterprises 
was to erect a crude little 
church In the center of their 
village, ready for religious 
services conducted by priests 
who occasionally came from 
Castroville. Five other edi­ 
fices (lave been built tor di­ 
vine worship In D'Hanis dur­ 
ing Its Idstory. 
As the hostility of Indians 
Increased, It became neces­ 
sary to protect settlers from 
their raids, At times a troop 
of Texas Rangers would camp 
in the vicinity for tills pur­ 
pose. After the War with 
Mexico, tie United States 
established a line of army 
posts along the border of In­ 


dian country for the same rea­ 
son. Fort Lincoln was acti­ 
vated in July 1849 on the 
banks of Rio Seco northwest 
of Old D'Hanis; it afforded 
the first protection for tile 
village, while at the same 
time guarding '49ers on their 
way to West. As new settle­ 
ments grew up west of D'Han­ 
is, Fort Lincoln was abandoned 
in 1851, but not before it had 
contributed to tie safety and 
economy of die people by 
driving away marauding 
tribes and by furnishing work 
for the settlers. Indian at­ 
tacks did not cease entirely 
until after IS70. 
From tic earliest days tic 
people of D'Hanis provided 
as best they could for the ed­ 
ucation of their children, 
priests and Laymen at first 
staring the task of Distraction, 
which was conducted both in 
homes of the community and 
in tic log church. 
In 1870 two Sister of Di­ 
vine Providence from the 
convent at Castroville came 
out to teach the children of 
D'Hanis but discontinued tic 
project after a few years. 
However, in 1883 they re­ 
opened their school at St. 
Dominic's and the parish pro­ 
vided them with a two-stor)' 
rock building commodious 
for that era. Other schools 
were operated, one in the 
Seco settlement near the site 
of Fort Lincoln and another 
as tile State public school at 
Old D'Hanis. 
Wien a stage line was es­ 
tablished between San An­ 
tonio and the Mexican bor - 
der, D'Hanis became a stage 
stop. As a consequence tic re 
was an Inn with a huge cor­ 
ral for horses; otiler business 
establishments included mer­ 
cantile stores, saloons, a 
grain mill -- all of wldch 
apparently did a thriving 
business. 
The coming of tic rail­ 
road in lo ci iiUliaicd ciueial 


changes, especially when the 
loading station was built, 
not at Old D'Hanis, but more 
than a mile to the west. This 
location became the nucleus 
of a new settlement and e- 
ventually became the busi­ 
ness center of a transplanted 
town. 
In 1908 St. Anthony's 
School here replaced the old 
St. Dominic's, and in 1910 
a new modern public-school 
building was erected midway 
the two settlements. 
By 
1915 St. Dominic's Church 
had been discontinued in fa­ 
vor of die new Holy Cross 
Church, an imposing brick 
edifice in the now estab­ 
lished "ne^ " D'Hanis. 
Today D'Hanis boasts a 
bank, a brick factory, mer­ 
cantile and other business 
places. Civic improvements 
such as street lights, water 
works, and fire department 
are administered by a very 
active Lions Club. 
Bus)' 
State Highway 90 runs 
through die town and contri­ 
butes to Its economy. Agri­ 
culture has continued to be 
from, the earliest times the 
leading industry in tills area 
which counts as an asset its 
location in tile heart of deer- 
huntlng country. 


For die Information of the 
many tourists who visit espe - 
dally Old D'Hanis, several 
liistorical markers are ex­ 
planatory; there are two 
Texas Centennial markers, 
one at tine site of Fort Lin­ 
coln two miles north of the 
town on FM 1796 and another 
on the Old D'Hanis church 
grounds where also is a newly 
erected Texas State liistorical 
site marker for die ruins of 
St. Dominic's Church and 
adjoining cemetery. The 
unveiling of tills latest mark­ 
er will be a feature attrac­ 
tion at the observance of the 
125th anniversary of D'Hanis

The natural 
cover due to spring and sum­ 
mer rains means the game 
animals will be slower to 
forsake natural food for the 
hunter's feelers.

Ro the Martin, Chairman 
of the Medina FHA County 
Committee, recently re­ 
viewed the Emergency Loan 
Program available to farmers 
and ranchers through Farmers 
Home Administration. The 
County Committee is com­ 
posed of three local farmers, 
ranchers, or businessmen. 
Presently serving in addition 
to Martin are James Jordan 
and Richard W. Schweers of 
Hondo. 
Emergency loans are a- 
vailable to farmers or ranch­ 
ers who have suffered losses 
due to a natural disaster, 
such as excessive rainfall, 
floods, hail. drought, and 
plant and animal diseases or 
insects where abnormal wea­ 
ther conditions contributed to 
the spreading and flourishing 
of such idseases or insects. 
To be eligible for an E- 
mergency loan an applicant 
must be: (I) a United States 
Citizen, (2) an established 
farmer or rancher who has had 
property or crop losses caused 
by a natural disaster, (3) of 
good character and with the 
industry, ability, and experi­ 
ence to carry out his plants . 
farming or ranching opera­ 
tions, (4) in need of credit, 
(5) the manager of his farm ­ 
ing and ranching operation. 
The ability to obtain credit 
from other sources does not 
disqualify an applicant from 
obtaining an Emergency loan.

Interest rate on a ll Emer­ 
gency loans to be made as a 
result of a natural disaster 
which occurred on or after 
January I, 1972, and before 
July I, 1973, w ill be one 
percent. There w ill also be 
some loan cancellation pro­ 
visions depending upon losses 
sustained during this period of 
tim e.
